THE HILL 70 MILITARY SKI TROPHY. 


(From an article by Lt.-Col. T. S. Morrisey, 
D.S.O., O.C., McGill C.O,T.C., in the 
“Canada Ski Year Book, 1937.) 


The “Hill 70 Military Ski Trophy” is a 
handsome silver cup presented. by Capt. W. 
B. Converse to be competed for annually by 
ski teams from the various Militia units of 
the Montreal Garrison, 

Arrangements for the competition have 
been delegated to the McGill C.O.T.C., who in- 
troduced a Military Ski Squadron to the 
Laurentians. 

Unlike Militia units who carry out their 
training in the summer and have opportunity 
for tactical field exercises, the C.O.T.C. training 
season must correspond to the University year 
and, in the case of the McGill C.O.T.C., there 
are few chances of outdoor work before the 
snow comes. This condition led to the forma- 
tion of a Ski Squadron, which all cadets 
interested in ski-ing are invited to join and 
take advantage of week-end trips to the 
Laurentians for the purpose of putting into 
practice what they have been taught about map 
reading, the use of the compass, judging dis- 
tances and other things which are part of the 
training of an officer, — 

Although there are many directions from 
which an attack on Canada may come, it is 
not considered that the Arctic is one of them 
and so the Canadian army does not include Ski 
Regiments in its organization and there is no 
form of drill laid down that can be taught on 
skis. We merely use skis as the best means of 
locomotion in winter for carrying out training 
in Military subjects and this was the under- 
lying principle upon which the conditions of 
the competition wére drawn up.

Explains Pathological Differ-

HE physicist, chemist, and bio- 
chemist, geneticist and histolo-

different clues to this enigmatic
